“The Ligher Side of Life’ was the 
theme and pervading spirit of Dr. 
Stephen Leacock's address before the 
Medical Undergraduate Socicty last 
night. There was a record turnout 
of students and from the time that 
the eminent humorist rose to address 
the audience until he resumed his seat, 
they were kept in gales of laughter by 
the witticisms and reminiscences which 
Prof. Leacock delivered in his unique 
manner. This is the first time that 
the Medical Utidergraduates have had 
the pleasure of hearing Dr. Leacock 
and, judging from the storms of ap- 
plause last night, they fully appreci- 
ated the honor. | 

The speaker began by saying 
though he went under the title 
“Doctor,” he could lay no claim to be- 
ing the “right kind of a doctor,” a 
fact which he greatly regretted on his 
first and only “case.” There are a 
great many troubles in present day 
life, Contrasted with the world of 40 
years ago, the tendency of the pres- 
ent generation seems to be towards 
too strenuous effort; and striving af- 
ter success, one loses some of the good 
things of life. Ilowever, it is not for 
the young practitioner to slacken his 
pace. In the words of the speaker, 
“When vou are as comfortably fixed 
as I am, when you can boast my years, 
then is the time to become light in 


that 
of 


heart, and peace will be yours.” 


“Following'some humorous remarks 
on Education, past and present, the 
speaker dwelt on the attitude of .the 
noderi world towards morality. Now- 
adays there is too much censorship, 
and as a consequence, individual free- 
dom and judgment is lost under the 
dictation of a few masters of morals. 
In the old days there were less laws 
and more morality. 

Prof. Leacock’s account of tcollege 
lite in his undergraduate days was 
most Interesting, and the students re- 
ceived with hearty applause his state- 
ment that the modern college profes- 
sor has lost the spirit of kindliness which 
characterized his dignified and : be- 
whiskered predecessor, 

The address last night contained a 

great deal of sound advice, veiled as 
it was under the guise of humour, and 
it was a most entertaining and profit- 
able evening for those who were for- 
tunate enough to be present. In the 
vote of thanks to the speaker the hope 
Was expressed that this would not be 
his last appearance before the Medi- 
eal Undergraduates. 
The business of the meeting was 
concerned with the report of the 
Medical Dance Committee, and four 
men were appointed to audit the ex- 
pense accounts of the Dance and Din- 
ner held lately.

International Aspect Drew 
Many People. 


FOUR NOCKOUTS. 


Canadian Intercollegiate Box- 
ers’ Invasion Created 
Interest. 


The complete report ot 
ing meet at Annapolis has just ar- 
rived, and, inasmuch as an accurate 
and complete record of the event is 
of interest to the majority of the stu- 
dents, it is being published as writ- 
ten by the referee in the current issue 
of the Philadelphia Ledger: 

The Blue and Gold of the Navy 
fluttered triumphantly in the breeze 
at the close of the mect with a picked 
team of Canadian intercollegiate box- 
ers here to-day. 

Navy ringmen came through with 
victories in five of the seven bouts. It 
appeared as if the entire regiment of 
midshipmen was crowded into the 
gymnasium, and Commandant Kurtz 
and. staff officers viewed the bouts. 
The jirternationral aspect of the com- 
petition doubtless was the magnet 
which attracted the crowd, and once 
in the gymnasium the natty uniforms 
of the middics and the brilliant attire 
of their feminine companions blended 
into a colorful scene,

Nothing Lacking. 

There was nothing lacking to Iend 
four knock- 
thrill the onlookers, 
Three of these knockout victories went 
to Navy, and a Canadian boxer ap- 
plied the finishing punch to his middie 
opponent in the second contest. 
There were four Canadian intercol- 
legiate champions on the visiting team 
and two of them were stopned by 
The other two Dominion 
title-holders won their bouts, although 
one of the contests necessittaed an ex- 
tra round before a decision was 
reached. 

The bout which required an extra 
round to decide was between [frank 
Zotti, captain of the Navy team, and 
Black, of Toronto, in the 160-pound 
class, It was an extremely close tus- 
sle, the Canadian flashing a neat at- 
tack in the third round that brought 
about à disagreement between the 
judges. 

The referee ordered an extra round 
and Black, through the expert use of 
a stiff left jab, gained the verdict. 
Zotti, however, battled back gamely. 
He appeared a trifle winded from the 
fast going, though, and could not get 
his defense working properly against 
Black’s straight left: 


Formidable Array. 


Tt certainly was a formidable aggre- 
gation that Canada sent forth to battle 
the Navy boxers. Three college: of 
the Dominion were represented, and 
the athletes certainly boxed valiantly 


to uphold the intercollegiate fistic 
prestige of their native land. 
Bill Latta, the diminutive Navy 


boxer, started off auspiciously for his 
team by stopping Holmes, of Queens, 
in the second round of the bout in the 
115-Ib. class. 

Holmes was floored by a right-hand 
swing in the first round. and the bell 
rang while he was on the floor. Re- 
vived by the minutes rest, he made a 
vigorous charge in the second period. 
One of Latta’s accurately placed 
swings sent his opponent down again 
and the referee halted the contest. 

Commander Howard, Navy athletic 
officer, was a ringside spectator, The 
commander announced to the officials 
that he desired the visiting team to 
have- every chance, but when a Navy 
man had~been floored twice he wanted 
to have a contest stopped.
